DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 4/28/09 has been entered and fully considered. 

2. Independent claims 2 and 3 are method claims that recite a series of steps 
including coding and generating packets in a multi-stage switch. However, the claims 
are still statutory under USC 101 because the steps of generating and coding packets 
are positively tied to each of the switching elements as these elements are responsible 
for generating and coding the packets with the in-band control signals resulting in an 
efficient and less time consuming method of routing packets (i.e. compared to the prior 
art) in a multi-stage switch. 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, and 11-18 are allowed. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, and 11-18 are allowable over the prior art of record since the 
cited references taken individually or in combination fail to teach the invention claimed 
in claims 2, 3, 5, 6, and 1 1 -1 8 as argued by Applicant in the Remarks filed on 4/28/09.
